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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This first office action is responsive to the filing of this instant application; claims 1-8 are 
pending in this instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The specification disclosure fails to provide an adequate written description as how to use the 
device and process for structuring electrodes, for structuring semiconductor and/or insulator 
layers, for making through-connections (via holes) of organic transistors and/or for the 
production of conducting paths, contact pads, resistors, electrodes, semi-conducting layers, 
insulator layers for electronic and/or electrical components, for condensers, organic diode 
structures, or organic photovoltaic structures" . 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The claiming of "using a device as define in any one of claims 1 or 2 and/or of using

a process as defined in any one of claims 5 or 6 for laser structuring.." is indefinite. First, the 
"step of using a device" is indefinite since it fails to clearly defined a positive step as how to 
perform the method. Second, the use of the term "and/or" is indefinite as it is unclear as how to 
use the device in claims 1 or 2 in combination with the process in claim 5 or 6. The claims are 
confusing. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a lb reign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United Stales. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over O'brien et al (US 2001/0006766A1). 

O'brien et al discloses an apparatus and a method as claimed. See the apparatus in Fig. 1, page 
7, claims 1-10 and page 2, [0024] to [[0028], which comprise a laser source (30), a mask (26), a 
movable translation stage (24) a substrate coated with an organic and inorganic material. The 
organic coating include acrylate, polycarbonate, and epoxy-based polymer. The coating may 
contains an organic and inorganic material to provide optical, electrical, structural or aesthetic 
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feature. See page 3, paragraph [0030] to [0031]. The coated substrate is exposing to influx of 
electromagnetic energy such as excimer laser beam to ablate the coating and removing the parts 
of the coating in registry with portion of the interface area that was disrupted. O'brien discloses 
the polymer coating which encompasses the scope of functional polymer claimed in the present 
claimed invention. Therefore, the invention as claimed lacks novelty. Alternatively, the worker 
of ordinary skill in the art to use the organic coating or inorganic coating to use in the formation 
of optical, electrical, structural or aesthetic feature, and thereby provide a process as claimed.
